Budget should be 
established for 
landscapes, says 
guest speaker

Nigel Bowles. Executive Di¬ 
rector for the Landscape Al¬ 
berta Nursery Trade Associa¬ 
tion, said pesticides could be 
used as a tool for Didsbury’s 
public green spaces but 
stressed the importance of 
healthy turf and necessary 
methods of achieving it. 

Bowles said municipalities 
need known expectations, a 
team of experts, realistic budg¬ 
ets, a well-defined maintenance 
plan and skilled workers in or¬ 
der to have healthy and attrac¬ 
tive green spaces in Didsbury. 

"You can’t have nice looking 
landscapes if you don’t give 
your experts budgets to work 
with them," he told about 15 
people that showed up for an 
open house put on by the Town 
of Didsbury. 

Bowles pointed to 
dethatching, aerating, fertiliz¬ 
ing, regular mowing, watering 
and constant monitoring as 
methods that needed to be im¬ 
plemented in order to have 
healthy landscapes. He called 
the methods the first line of 
having healthy landscapes. 

He said if all of that work 
was being done and there was 
still a problem then and Inte¬ 
grated Pest Management Plan 
(IPM) should be implemented. 

He said such a plan would 
include inspection, identifying 
the problem, monitoring, as¬ 
sessing the injury level coming 
up with a treatment and then 


evaluating the results. Bowles 
said chemicals weren't always 
the answer when a problem 
arose and on a slide he showed 
low-risk chemicals were an op¬ 
tion to use in a last resort situ¬ 
ation. 

Bowles addressed the chemi¬ 
cal 2,4-D in his presentation 
next and stated he believed the 
chemical was safe to use and 
that 4.000 studies confirmed 
that fact. 

He said parks departments 
can post notices when they are 
spraying to keep the public off 
a sprayed area until is dry. 

Bowles said pesticides do 
serve a need and that if they 
are banned "you take away 
your options". 

He said Halifax banned pes¬ 
ticides, yet sales skyrocketed as 
people would apply them to 
their lawns at night. 

Bowles suggestion of using 
pesticides after cultural prac¬ 
tices like aerating, dethatching 
and fertilizing was done closely 
mirrored the policy the Dids¬ 
bury Environmental Advisory 
Board put before the Town's 
Operational Services. 

In the policy pesticides could 
be used after a certain "thresh¬ 
old" is breeched. The policy 
gives more natural methods, 
like the ones Bowles listed, a 
chance to work first. 

DEAB member Jason 
Whitfield said he agreed with 
many of the points Bowles 
listed in his presentation.

Urban crooks 
targeting rural 
communities

Didsbury would be wel¬ 
comed into Health Region #4 
(Red Deer) if the Town’s bid 
to be aligned with the Calgary 
Health Region fails. 

Jean Graham, the new 
chair for the central Alberta 
health region, said if 
Didsbury remains in the Red 
Deer region, as it was origi¬ 
nally stated to do, it would be 
treated like any other mu¬ 
nicipality in the area. 

“If (Didsbury) remains in 
the region it will be treated 
with fairness and equity,” 
said Graham late last week. 

Late last year, the province 
announced it would be con¬ 
densing the number of health 
regions in the province from 
17 to 9. When the boundary 
lines were drawn, Didsbury 
found itself in the Red Deer 
Region. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore 
asked Town Councillors un¬ 
officially if she could explore 
the opportunity to be moved 
in the Health Region #3 
(Calgary). Later Town Coun¬ 
cil, as well as Mountain View 
County Council, officially 
made the motion to support 
the realignment. 

In addition to municipal 
motions a petition was 
started by community mem¬ 
bers expressing interest in 
moving to the Calgary Health 


"I agree with Nigel about 
the six steps (aerating, 
dethatching etc.) but its not 
being done.

Whitfield said last year 
when there was a problem, 
spraying was the first thing 
on the list that was done. 

Bowles said if he were 
working on an area that was

Region. Moore delivered that 
petition to Alberta’s Health 
and Wellness Minister Gary 
Mar at a special meeting 
about two weeks ago. 

Graham said she spoke 
with Moore on the phone 
early on in the process about 
Didsbury’s position. While 
Graham said the board is not 
in a position to take any ac¬ 
tion on the issue, she told 
Moore that if the request to 
get into the Calgary Region 
was denied, Didsbury would 
be welcomed back to the cen¬ 
tral Alberta region. 

“I truly and sincerely wish 
her well on her endeavors,” 
said Graham. “Because I 
know she is doing what she 
thinks is best for her commu¬ 
nity.” 

Questioned if the close 
proximity to the Olds hospi¬ 
tal would have an impact on 
the future of the Didsbury fa¬ 
cility, Graham said services 
would have to be looked at in 
the context of the entire re¬ 
gion to see what would make 
the most sense. She added 
there are other facilities that 
are in close proximity to each 
other in the new region like 
Trochu and Three Hills. 

Graham said most special¬ 
ized services would likely stay 
at the Red Deer hospital - the 
largest hospital in the new re¬ 
gion. One of the arguments 
Moore has made about mov- 


Didsbury's parks, he might 
give the area a treatment first 
but maintained aerating and 
dethatching would have to be 
done later. 

The costs of implementing 
an IPM program in Didsbury 
was discussed, but no one 
knew the answers. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore said 
that issue would be discussed 
at the Operational Services 
level. She added that Dids- 
bury's budget is already tight 


ing to the Calgary Region is 
the increased chance the 
Didsbury Hospital might be¬ 
come a “Center of Excellence” 
the province has been drop¬ 
ping hints about. 

Locally elected Health Au¬ 
thority Board member Grant 
Hemming was appointed to 
the Red Deer board a week 
and a half ago which lead to 
speculation a decision may 
have been made regarding 
Didsbury’s placement. 

MLA Richard Marz con¬ 
firmed last week that appoint¬ 
ment did not mean Mar had 
made a decision about which 
region Didsbury would fall 
into. Marz has been perusing 
representation for the Dids¬ 
bury area on one of the new 
boards. 

Whether or not Didsbury 
goes to the Red Deer Region 
will not affect the challenges 
the new Red Deer board will 
face in the near future. 
Graham said she has and will 
continue to be busy meeting 
with new communities, staff 
and even new board members. 

“I think the biggest chal¬ 
lenge will be building a team 
out of three areas that have 
never worked together before. 
It will be a challenge but also 
a real opportunity. 

“Hopefully people aren’t 
going to see a huge change in 
service they receive and hope¬ 
fully we can enhance it.”

Highway 2 and Highway 22 
running north of Calgary are 
fast becoming roads of oppor¬ 
tunity for Calgary-based crimi¬ 
nals, with more and more 
thieves and crooks using the 
thoroughfares to gain access to 
small-town residents, busi¬ 
nesses and homes, authorities 
say. 

Robberies in Innisfail, vehi¬ 
cle arsons in Airdrie, commer¬ 
cial break-ins in Didsbury, Olds 
and Cremona, marijuana cul¬ 
tivation and tire thefts in 
Sundre - all the work of urban 
criminals who are causing 
west-central Alberta RCMP de¬ 
tachments more and more trou¬ 
ble these days. 

Sundre RCMP detachment 
commander Sgt. Jay Arsenault 
said he has seen a large in¬ 
crease in the number of urban 
criminals committing break 
and enters, auto thefts and 
other property offences. 

For example, there has been 
a rash of large truck tire thefts 
in the Sundre area in recent 
months, thefts police believe 
are the work of Calgary-based 
criminals. 

“Groups from outside who 
are coming in because they have 
orders to fill. They will come 
in and get a trailer load of that 
stuff. They will steal 50 or 60 
tires. Those would be groups 
from the major urban centres.” 

Ken Kaehn, owner of 
Sundre’s Fountain Tire, had 
thousands of dollars worth of 
large truck tires stolen during 
two recent early morning 
break-ins. 

“On the last break and en¬ 
ter they stole my trailer and 
they stole tires worth close to 
$30,000,” said Kaehn. “I came 
to work and they were all gone. 

Sheds were busted into. It’s 
not just a guy off the street, 
these guys are very organized. 
I’ve got a feeling that it’s prob¬ 
ably the same crew that are 
hitting us. I think it’s B.C. guys 
and probably guys out of 
Calgary.” 

The store has been hit half 
a dozen times since 1993, he 
noted. 

“Every citizen should be 
keeping their eyes open for 
weird looking vehicles parked 
here or there that don’t look 
like they should be there. If you 
see something give police a 
call.” 

As well as tire thefts, there 
have also been several large 
marijuana grow operation 
busts in the Sundre area in the 
past 12 months, and the people 
charged have been urban 
based. 

“A high percentage of the 
charges in those cases that 
have been laid were against 
people from Edmonton and 
Calgary,” said Arsenault. 
Detachment commanders from 
across the region acknowledge 
“home-grown” crimes such as 


domestic assaults and shoplift¬ 
ing continue to plague the 
small towns and villages along 
the highway routes. 

However, other crimes in the 
area are increasingly the work 
of Calgary-based criminals op¬ 
erating in new found hunting 
grounds. 

Although RCMP command¬ 
ers haven’t been keeping sta¬ 
tistics on what percentage of 
total crime is being committed 
by outsiders, overall offences in 
the area north of Calgary have 
been on the rise. 

For example, in the Innisfail 
detachment’s rural communi¬ 
ties, crimes against persons 
increased by 37 per cent in 
2002 and crimes against prop¬ 
erty jumped 48 per cent; in 
Olds, property crimes rose from 
398 in 2001 to more than 500 
in 2002; in the Sundre detach¬ 
ment, total Criminal Code of¬ 
fences increased by 34 per cent 
last year and 82 per cent since 
2000; in Didsbury, break and 
enters increased 24 per cent last 
year. 

In a recent example of urban 
criminals victimizing commu¬ 
nities north of the city, two men 
were each jailed for three years 
following several break-ins and 
a police chase in Cremona and 
Water Valley. 

Kenneth Andrew Wallace, 
37, of Calgary and Patrick 
Donald Moore, 32, of Medicine 
Hat, used a stolen truck to pull 
the front door off the Cremona 
True Value Hardware store on 
Nov. 16. making off with tools 
and other equipment. 

A short time after the break- 
in, Wallace was stopped and 
arrested at a roadblock near 
Cochrane. Moore lead RCMP 
and Calgary police on a high¬ 
speed chase into Calgary, even¬ 
tually being cornered and ar¬ 
rested near Gleichen. 

It was the third time the men 
had broken into the store over 
a two week period. The men 
also tried to drag the ATM 
machine out of a store in the 
nearby community of Water 
Valley. Both men later pleaded 
guilty to numerous charges of 
break and enter and other 
counts. 

“They broke the window 
and threw chains around it and 
just about ripped the whole 
front of the building off. They 
had a hell of a time doing it 
too,” said the Cremona store 
owner, who asked not be 
named. 

The owner was instrumen¬ 
tal in apprehending one of the 
men. Responding to a tip call 
from a lady walking her dog, 
he drove after one of the cul¬ 
prits, phoning police as a high¬ 
speed chase got underway. 

After cornering one of the 
drivers, the owner said he was 
more mad than frightened. 

"He was begging for the cops 
to hold me away from him,” he 
said.

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Pesticides 

Is the use of pesticides nec¬ 
essary on Town parks and 
green spaces? A decision should 
be in the works in the next cou¬ 
ple weeks. 

Whether the town is able to 
implement an Integrated Pest 
Management program, a rec¬ 
ommendation made by the 
Didsbury Environmental Advi¬ 
sory Board (DEAB) and more 
recently a guest speaker sought 
by the Town to give an opinion 
on the issue at a special meet¬ 
ing March 5, will be dependant 
on whether money can be found in an already tight budget. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore said there was not a lot of room 
in the budget and said money would be an issue in coming 
to a decision. 

An Integrated Pest Management program involves the 
use of pesticides on a problem after other methods to fix 
the problem have been sought. Nigel Bowles, Executive Di¬ 
rector for the Landscape Alberta Nursery Trade Associa¬ 
tion said green spaces needed to be maintained properly in 
order to be healthy. He pointed to many of the same meth¬ 
ods that should be used as DEAB has - aerating, dethatching, 
watering, fertilizing etc. Budget requests have been made 
for such a program in the past, but they have always been 
cut. 

One of the reasons this issue came up was because parks 
were sprayed in late-summer last year to try to deal with 
the weed program. 

Some DEAB members feel that it would be a better use of 
tax dollars to do the necessary maintenance on the green 
spaces rather than blanket spraying when dandelions are 
complained about. 

The opinions expressed at the meeting were split down 
the middle. Some were against the use of pesticides in town, 
while others thought they needed to be used to control weeds 
from spreading to their private property. 

Nobody wants weeds in town and it is unfortunate that 
Didsbury’s budget may not be big enough to accommodate 
a proper program for Didsbury’s green spaces - a program 
that was recommended by the expert sought out by the Town.

Who will save our train station? 


Dear Editor, 

I write the following out of concern for the 
future of our one hundred year old train sta¬ 
tion. I believe that it is now one of the most 
photographed structures in Didsbury as well 
as being an inspiration to artists and histori¬ 
ans. Vegreville has its giant Easter Egg, 
Drumheller has its giant Dinosaur, Carstairs 
is contemplating refurbishing their remain¬ 
ing grain elevator to many uses. Didsbury 
already has the train station: “Eldon Foote 
Hall.” 

The “Station”, as it was called in earlier 
years, welcomed immigrants and their effects 
brought by train, in passengers and cattle 
cars. Service men and women from two world 
wars waved good-bye to relatives left shedding 
tears on that sturdy platform to which some 
of them never returned. The white sign with 
DIDSBURY written on it in large black let¬ 
ters welcomed war brides as the train slowed 
to a stop. The brides chatted and warmed 
themselves by the pot-bellied stove in the sta¬ 
tion waiting room while all their worldly pos¬ 
sessions were moved from the baggage car to 
the freight shed. 

The Didsbury train station was the pulse 
of the community sending and receiving tel¬ 
egrams tapped out in Morse code by the sta¬ 
tion masters who also sold train tickets and 
kept track of the comings and goings of the 
passenger and freight trains. It was the hub 
from which business men visited the city to 


buy their wares. It was where the postmaster 
plucked the mail bags off the mail car, carted 
them to the post office and sorted letters into 
post office mail boxes that were opened with 
combination locks. 

A small box beside the station was where 
the grain elevator agents left the bills of laden 
to be picked up by freight trainmen who ar¬ 
rived in the night. They coupled the ready 
grain cars to their load. 

When the passenger trains no longer ran, 
the station went into disrepair and it was con¬ 
sidered that the C.PR. should tear it down. It 
had survived several main street and grain 
elevator fires; given temporary shelter to the 
down and out who rode the rails during the 
depression and it had served a community to 
maturity. 

Then a former Didsbury Boy Scout, Eldon 
Foote, stepped in and offered to sponsor the 
resetting and repair of the building. The local 
Lions Club and interested citizens helped to 
make it happen. 

The Scouts and Guides have a permanent 
meeting place and Didsbury has a Town 
Center to be proud of. I sincerely hope and 
pray that whatever organization agrees to take 
over the management of Eldon Foote Hall for 
the Lions Club will maintain the dedication 
and community spirit of the Lions and Mr. 
Foote. Citizens of Didsbury. we have a jewel 
of which we can be proud.

County decision making has been inconsistent 


Dear Editor, 

Why is it that, while its’ case was still within 
the jurisdiction of the County Council, the AAA 
Cattle Co. could, with impunity, operate their con¬ 
fined feeding operation without a permit and then 
ignore its regulations when the permit was finally 
produced three years later? Not only did they suf¬ 
fer no penalty whatever for violation but they've 
been given a series of extensions of time to con¬ 
tinue in violation. 

These huge CFOs are eye sores on this conti¬ 
nent. They are not natural and they are not good 
for man, beast or environment for several compel¬ 
ling reasons which have been explained before. 
Robert Austin’s excellent article (Didsbury Review 
Feb. 5/03) outlines the problems very well. 

Although the neighbors of the AAA operation 
have every good reason to be very perturbed, nei¬ 
ther the County not the NRCB appear to be seri¬ 
ously interested in remedying the situation. Since 
the AAA Cattle Co. has plainly indicated from the 
beginning that they have no intention of comply¬ 
ing with reasonable regulations, they really should 
be told pack up and leave. 

For other indications of inconsistent behavior 
on the part of the County, consider the strange 
treatment given to ordinary people who were in no 
way hurting neighbors or environment: 

Example one: The couple who built a house on 
their son’s acreage not long ago. Because their 
project was such an ordinary and logical thing to 
do and because the contractor was available before 


the permit could be obtained, they went ahead, not 
anticipating any trouble in getting a permit. Their 
subsequent story should be included in the Guiness 
Book of Records; the penalties and restrictions and 
harassment that followed should never happen in 
a civilized society. 

Example two: A lady in the country raising a 
few exotic kittens in an existing building - nothing 
new, nothing alarming, no complaints, a harmless 
little sideline that affected nobody adversely and 
was probably not profitable enough to warrant 
buying a permit or license. When a County official 
read about her little hobby in the Didsbury Review, 
his reaction was swift; one would think that A1 
Capone had set up a business in the County. 

Example three: A man who inherited a quarter- 
section from his mother wants to subdivide the 
house and lot to sell it, as renting the house is un¬ 
satisfactory, but he wants to farm the land. The 
County turned down his application, saying that 
the house is too close to the sulphur plant. There 
are many people living within the influence of that 
plant; what is their status now? The application 
cost the man a considerable sum of money, some of 
which went to the County and has not been re¬ 
turned. 

Mr. Austin’s observation must be the understate¬ 
ment of the year: “It seems the residents, in gen¬ 
eral, were poorly served by their elected representa¬ 
tives.” We know that some councillors work for the 
best interests of the people. But we also know that 
something is radically wrong. We can only hope

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Deficit expected at CESD due to high energy costs

Chinook’s Edge is predicting a $250,000 to $300,000 
deficit in their maintenance budget because of high 
utility and natural gas prices in the province. 


the budget document that was sent to the province. 
Utility costs have increased 20 per cent more than 
related funding over a five-year period. But right now 
administration at Chinook's Edge must take a wait 
and see approach. Roy said warm weather would help 


to curb the amount of gas used and more funding al¬ 
ways helps. 

Roy is quick to mention it is not up to her to lobby 
for more funding and that looking for ways to bal¬ 
ance the budget is an ongoing process. 




The expected deficit, which would come after 
$200,000 in reserves were infused into budget, is trou¬ 
bling to the school board which have used reserves 
the past two years to balance its overall budget. 

"The costs have certainly gone up faster than the 
increase in grants," said Chinook's Edge Treasurer 
Susan Roy. The school division has spent 52 per cent 
of its heating budget so far but is not at the halfway 
point of their fiscal year, Roy said late last week. 

"When we budget, we try to budget for conserva¬ 
tive increases but when we face huge increases, we 
just can't handle it." To make up for the shortfall, 
Chinook's Edge can either use interest income or money 
from an uncommitted surplus. The board would like 
to use surplus dollars used for instruction. High util¬ 
ity costs is not a new problem for the school division, 
which is responsible for heating 35 schools and a main¬ 
tenance building. When coming up with a budget for 
the new fiscal year, it was a problem highlighted in

Meanwhile, business, 
community and municipal 
leaders from Red Deer, 
Rocky Mountain House 
and surrounding commu¬ 
nities have come together 
to combat rising urban 
crime, forming the STOP 
THEFT program. 


“Many of the criminals 
STOP THIEF officials are 
seeing are stealing to buy 
drugs,” said Woolrich. 

“Drugs is a huge, huge 
factor in this. Some of 
these offenders we are 
dealing with on a regular 
basis are HIV positive 
and we know they are 
drug users. So drugs is 
definitely a factor,” he 
said. 


Thousands of dollars 
worth of tools and other 
equipment taken in the 
first two Cremona break- 
ins has not been recov¬ 
ered. 

Like Sundre, the Dids- 
bury RCMP detachment 
has also seen an increase 
in urban people coming to 
the district to grow pot 
and commit break-ins. 

“There are people com¬ 
ing out here and renting 
rural properties and hav¬ 
ing marijuana grows,” 
said Corporal Jeff 
Mercier, acting detach¬ 
ment commander of the 
Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment. 

“We’re definitely see¬ 
ing an increase. It has 
been a trend over the last 
few years. Mostly they’re 
coming up from Calgary 
and surrounding areas to 
do break and enters. 
We’re seeing many resi¬ 
dential and commercial 
break-ins.” 

Olds has seen the same 
recent troubles. 

“We do have a lot more 
city people coming up 
here to commit crimes,” 
said Sgt. Bob Phillips, 
commander of the Olds 
RCMP detachment. “We 
have had an increase, 
there’s no doubt about it. 
It’s quite correct to say we 
do get known career 
criminals from Calgary 
and other large centres 
coming up here. Rural 
areas are considered 
easier prey and targets.” 

Sgt. Ed Plitz, Innisfail 
RCMP commander, said 
his detachment has seen 
an increase in the number 
of persons coming from 
both Red Deer and 
Calgary to commit seri¬ 
ous crimes. 

“I find that some of 
our more serious crime, 
for example our armed 
robberies that were com¬ 
mitted in our community 
last year, were all from 
outside, in other words, 
from people outside our 
community, from 

Calgary,” said Plitz. 

“There is transient 
crime for some of our 
more serious matters, 
like these armed robber¬ 
ies.” 

With Innisfail’s close 
proximity to Highway 2 - 
the 7,000-resident town 
lies only a hundred feet of 
so west of the roadway - 
crooks can be in and out 
quickly. 

“We’re investigating 
some drug store break-ins 
right now and we 
strongly feel that they are 
not from within, that it’s 
from outside. 

Whether it’s Red Deer, 
or Calgary, it’s from out 
of our area.” 

Airdrie RCMP detach¬ 
ment Staff Sgt. GUI Vin¬ 
cent said his officers have 
seen a recent rash of cars 
and trucks being stolen in 
Calgary and brought to 
Airdrie for joy rides and 
eventual destruction. 

“In the last two 
months we have seen five

Vision coming into focus at Olds Koinonia school

A vision that has been in the 
planning stages for more than 
10 years is coming to reality for 
parents and students of Olds 
Koinonia Christian School. 

"As far back as 1990, we had 
a vision for a larger building 
to house a full-sized gymna¬ 
sium and extra classrooms," 
said school principal Garry 
Anderson. Back then with 170 
students, the ECS to Grade 12 
facilities were becoming too 
small. "With the likelihood of 
future growth, an expanded fa¬ 
cility was an obvious need." 

With the student enrollment 
currently surpassing the 300 
mark, that vision for the ex¬ 
panded Koinonia Campus Cen¬ 
tre is now taking on a physical 
shape. 

Following a formal ground 
breaking last spring - in which 
students, staff and parents 
cheered boisterously from the 
sidelines - the raising of the 
structural shell for the $1.5 
million facility quickly changed 
the school-ground's landscape. 
The roof is on, windows are in, 
and the 16.000 square-foot con¬ 


crete main floor has now been 
poured. 

"We are encouraged that 
things are moving so quickly," 
said Mr. Anderson. "We are very 
hopeful to be ready for school 
in the new Campus Centre this 
fall.” 

With about six months to go 
before the fall term begins, 
there is much work yet to be 
done. 

The 25,000 square-foot addi¬ 
tion. which is situated between 
the current elementary and 
high school buildings, will 
house a regulation-size gymna¬ 
sium with a stage and specta¬ 
tor seating, a kitchen/home eco¬ 
nomics area, staff offices, plus 
three classrooms, a computer 
lab and an expanded library lo¬ 
cated on the second floor. 

"The point of the Campus 
Centre is to allow elbow room 
for students and staff, have the 
ability to host large group 
events such as banquets, drama 
presentations, or athletic tour¬ 
naments, and to offer improved 
programs such as Home Eco¬ 
nomics," said Mr. Anderson. 
The popular Special Education 
Program will also Really ben¬ 


efit from the expansion, having 
a designated area to work in as 
opposed to the current teach¬ 
ing cubicles in the elementary 
foyer, the art supply closet, or 
the available table-space in the 
staff lunch room. The finished 
addition can't come soon 
enough, say parents and stu¬ 
dents. 

According to Mr. Anderson, 
every cent for the $1.5 million 
expansion comes from private 
donations and school fund-rais¬ 
ers. 

The new Campus Centre 
wouldn't be at its current state, 
however, without the generos¬ 
ity and dedication of parents 
and students. 

“To date, tens of thousands 
of dollars have been saved 
thanks to volunteer labor," said 
Mr. Anderson. Work such as 
landscaping, excavating, gravel 
hauling, insulating and con¬ 
crete work have all been han¬ 
dled by parents and students. 
"We wouldn't be at the point we 
are, without the generosity of 
our volunteer help "

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Toward a world of bountiful energy

"The world is in the early 
stages of an inevitable transition 
to a sustainable energy system 
that will be largely dependent on 
renewable resources." according 
to a statement by the Interna¬ 
tional Energy Agency. This or¬ 
ganization represents North 
America, Europe and Japan, 
who are at present major users 
of fossil fuels. 

We live in a world of change 
amid a growing acknowledge¬ 
ment of civilization’s dependence 
on our natural environment. 
Fueling this awareness are glo¬ 
bal warming, the headlong dis¬ 
appearance of biodiversity, and 
the pollution of air, water and 
soil by human generated waste 
and mismanagement. It is plain 
that human kind must change 
now. 

Let us look at a situation 
close to home - Alberta's oil and 
gas industry. Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of years ago, vast inland 
seas and millions of acres of lush 
tropical vegetation laid the foun¬ 
dations from which has evolved 
our huge underground stores of 
oil and gas. The energy ex¬ 
tracted from these sources heats 
our buildings, fuels our cars and 
generates huge financial profits 
when sold to others. 

The National Energy Board, 
in its Dec/02 Energy Market As¬ 
sessment of Short-term Natural 
Gas Deliverability from Western 
Canada 2002 - 2004, expects 
high rates of drilling to continue 
for the next few years. We cer¬ 
tainly see this in the south and 
exploration and drilling are 
pushing north through our for¬ 
ests like a tide. The N.E.B. re¬ 
ports further that overall 
deliverability is declining due to 
lower initial productivity from 
new wells and lowered 
recoverability rates over the life 
of these wells. This means we 
have skimmed the cream from 
our gas reserves and must now 
work harder to just maintain a 
decreasing deliverability stream. 

Our very bounty of pet roleum 
reserves, which will at some 
point in the foreseeable future 
be gone, keeps us from taking 
serious steps toward the 
sustainability of wind and solar 
power. Much of the world 
marches ahead of us. 

Global oil production is ex¬ 
pected to peak early in this cen¬ 
tury. Harry Shrimp, president 
and CEO of British Petroleum's 
solar division, states "In 20 -25 
years reserves of liquid hydro¬ 
carbons will begin to decline so 
we have this window of time to 
convert to renewables." After 
commissioning a new 30 mega¬ 
watt wind farm in northern 
Scotland, the U.K. Energy Min¬ 
ister, Brian Wilson said 
"Renewables are not only about 
energy and environment but 
also about manufacturing and 
jobs."

Western Canada, especially 
Alberta, is in a pell-mell race to 
sell off our petroleum reserves. 
Has anyone thought of saving 
some for a "rainy day" for we 
residents? Recovery of easy re¬ 
serves has peaked and is now in 
decline. Tar sands reserves are 
huge but recovering the bitumen 
and processing it into useable 
product is very energy costly 
compared to conventional oil and 
gas. 

We continue petroleum and 
coal subsidies at the expense of 
such clean renewable as wind, 
solar and hydrogen. It is not a 
question of do we or don't we 
switch to clean energy sources, 
the questions is when. The 
sooner we start, the sooner we 
will enjoy the benefits. Contact 
your MLA and tell him or her 
we need to get serious. Now.

On April 5th. 2003, Didsbury’s Annual Art Show 
will celebrate its’ 50th year. The first show was held 
in March 1953 as an extra attraction for the St. 
Patrick’s Day Tea, which was put on by the Ladies 
Auxiliary to the Royal Canadian Legion. The show 
was held in the Hall above Halliday’s Grocery, now 
Steve’s Place, & 40 pictures were on display, 20 in 
black & white techniques by -Joyce Mullen, & 20 pas¬ 
tels by well known local artist, the late Nellie Rinehart. 
The show was an instant success, & the Auxiliary 
decided to make it a yearly event. 

The following years saw great artists exhibiting, 
pictures from the Red Deer Art Club were shown, and 
when it was moved to the High School Gym, school 
art was displayed, as well as travelling exhibits from 
the Alberta Dep’t of culture. 

In 1967 Joyce Mullen began her teaching career, 
and the Juniors section of the show came in to being. 
Mrs. Mullen expanded her classes to adults & when 
the Memorial Complex was built, the show moved to 
the M.P Room. 

A few years later, the Auxiliary decided to give up 
the show, & it was then sponsored by the local Arts & 
Crafts Guild. At that time, Joyce Mullen, Elsie Archer 
& Joni Wilson who were Guild members, were put in 
charge of organizing the show. A few years later, when 
the Guild ceased to function, the Didsbury Scouting 
Group became the sponsor. Mrs. Archer had begun to 
teach art in 1976, and the Junior section became the 
largest section of the show. 

In 1995 Cyndi Mawle started her Junior class and 
the show began to include contributors of art works 
from other areas. The show became one of the attrac¬ 
tions of the Didsbury Trade Show in 1992.

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QUESTION: Mv two kids are as different as night and 
day. You'd never even know they were born to the same 
parents. 

One of them is having trouble in school and the other 
is something of a superstar. I’m very worried about the 
one boy. Do some kids start out doing poorly and then 
catch fire? 

I)R. DOBSON: Thank goodness they often do. Let me 
give you an encouraging illustration. Several years ago I 
attended a wedding ceremony in a beautiful garden set¬ 
ting, and I came away with some thoughts about parents 
who are raising a child like yours. 

After the minister had instructed the groom to kiss the 
bride, approximately 150 colorful, helium-filled balloons 
were released into the blue California sky. Within a few 
seconds the balloons were scattered all across the heav¬ 
ens, some of them rising hundreds of feet overhead and 
others cruising toward the horizon. 

A few balloons struggled to clear the upper branches of 
the trees, while the show-offs became mere pinpoints of 
color on their journey to the sky. 

How interesting, I thought, and how symbolic of chil¬ 
dren. 

Let’s face it. Some boys and girls seem to be born with 
more helium than others. They catch all the right breezes 
and soar effortlessly to the heights, while others wobble 
dangerously close to the trees. Their frantic folks run 
along underneath, huffing and puffing to keep them air¬ 
borne. 

It is an exhausting experience. In short, I have some 
words of encouragement to you and all the parents of low- 
flying kids. Sometimes the child who has the greatest trou¬ 
ble getting off the ground eventually soars to the highest 
heights. 

That’s why I urge you as parents not to look too quickly 
for the person your child will become. 

QUESTION: Do you believe love at first sight occurs 
between some people? 

DR.DOBSON: Though some readers will disagree with 
me, “love at first sight” is a physical and emotional im¬ 
possibility. 

Why? Because love is much more than a romantic feel¬ 
ing. It is more than a sexual attraction, the thrill of the 
chase or a desire to marry someone. These are responses 
that can occur “at first sight,” and they might even lead 
to the genuine thing in time. 

But those feelings are usually very temporary, and they 
do not mean the person who experiences them is “in love.” 

I wish everyone understood that fact. The primary differ¬ 
ence between infatuation and real love is where the em¬ 
phasis lies. 

Temporary romantic attractions tend to be very selfish 
in nature. A person may say, “I can’t believe what is hap¬ 
pening to me. This is the most fantastic thing I’ve ever 
experienced! 

I must be in love.” Notice that she’s not talking about 
the other person. She’s excited about her own gratifica¬ 
tion. 

Such an individual hasn't fallen in love with someone 
else; she has fallen in love with love! Genuine love, by 
contrast, is an expression of the deepest appreciation for 
another human being. It is an intense awareness of his or 
her needs, strengths and character. It shares the longings, 
hopes and dreams of that other person. It is unselfish, 
giving and caring. 

And believe me, these are not attitudes one “falls” into 
at first sight, as though he were tumbling into a ditch. I 
have developed a lifelong love for my wife, but it was not 
something I fell into. I grew into it, and that process took 
time. 

I had to know her before I could appreciate the depth 
and stability of her character — to become acquainted with 
the nuances of her personality, which I now cherish. The 
familiarity from which love has blossomed simply could 
not be generated on “some enchanted evening, across a 
crowded room.” 

One cannot love an unknown object, regardless of how 
attractive, sexy or nubile it is!

Didsbury Museum receives Gift of History from Coburn Area 


The Didsbury and District 
Historical Society has just re¬ 
ceived an important key that 
unlocks much of the history 
concerning the Coburn School 
and farm district. 

Monday, May Hays visited 
the Museum to present her 
book entitled “Recollections - 
Trails and Tales of Coburn” to 
Historical Society President, 
Dale Weiss. 

This community book 
project about the area located 
southeast of Olds was under¬ 
taken by Hays about a year and 
a half ago to celebrate the 100th 


Anniversary of the Coburn Dis¬ 
trict. “It includes some very, 
very interesting stories and 
photos of the first settlers, the 
Calgary-Edmonton Trail, the 
one room school days, the farm 
district and the Coburn Com¬ 
munity Club.” 

Among the many interesting 
tales carefully transcribed in 
the book is the one about the 
first teacher to ever come to the 
Coburn School. “This is the 
story of Miss Coffee...,” begins 
Hays. 

“Apparently, after the gov¬ 
ernment sectioned off the four 


mile by four mile section of land 
required for the regulated 
school house, a teacher had to 
be hired." Hays explains that 
in those days it was common 
for the school teacher of a dis¬ 
trict such as Coburn to board 
with one of the local families 
during their tenure. However, 
Miss Coffee did not find any of 
the households quite up to her 
standards and, so, decided to 
live with Mr. Coburn - one of 
the wealthier ranchers in the 
area after which the district 
had been named. “The only 
problem was Mr. Coburn was 


a bachelor who lived with his 
brother, so this didn’t exactly 
sit well with the parents of the 
children she was summoned to 
teach.” 

This is just one of the many 
stories recounted in the publi¬ 
cation which has been available 
for purchase since the District’s 
100th Anniversary celebration 
this past August.

Farm safely and street smarts is the theme of 2003 


The theme of Farm Safety 
Week this year is Farm Safety 
and Street Smarts. Farm 
Safety Week runs from March 
12 to 19. 2003. 

"This year's campaign aims 
to reduce traffic-related acci¬ 
dents," says Laurel Aitken, 
farm safety coordinator with 
Alberta Agriculture. Food and 
Rural Development, Edmon¬ 
ton. "On average, one in 14 
farm-related fatalities and 
one in 25 injuries involve 
motor vehicles. Two thirds of 
these accidents involve trac¬ 
tors, and almost half take 
place during July, August and 
September." 

Aitken says a recent study 
by the Canadian Agricultural 
Injury Surveillance Program 
(CAISP) identifies tractor 
rollovers as the most frequent 
type of single-vehicle farm ac¬ 
cident. 

She says this type of acci¬ 
dent usually involves a trac¬ 
tor rolling over into the ditch 
after being driven too close to 
the shoulder of the road. 

As for multiple-vehicle col¬ 
lisions, Aitken says the study 
shows most occur at intersec¬ 
tions. 

"Many motorists underes¬ 
timate the width and speed of 
farm machinery. As a result, 
we see a lot of rear-end colli¬ 
sions with farm machines as 
they enter onto roadways. 
Left-hand turns at intersec¬ 
tions are also hazardous and 
often result from someone 
forgetting to signal, or from 
a signal not being visible 
enough.” 

Aitken says there are a 
number of steps that can be 
taken to ensure safe machin¬ 
ery operation on public roads: 

•attach a slow-moving ve¬ 
hicle (SMV) sign 

• ensure that all signals and 
lights work 

use a rollover protective 
structure (ROPS) and wear 
your seatbelt 

lock the brakes together 
so that they will be applied 
evenly 

• make sure all equipment 
is well below power lines 

never allow extra riders.

Farm equipment traffic trends 


A study by the Canadian 
Agricultural Injury Surveil¬ 
lance Program (CAISP) has 
found some trends and com¬ 
mon denominators in farm- 
based traffic accidents. 

"According to the CAISP 
study, an average of 13 per cent 
of farm-related fatalities are 
from traffic-related incidents, 
most of which involve tractors," 
says Laurel Aitken, farm safety 
coordinator, Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment, Edmonton. "The study 
shows an almost-equal split be¬ 
tween single and multiple-vehi¬ 
cle accidents. According to the 
data, the most frequent type of 
single-vehicle accident is a trac¬ 
tor being driven too close to the 
shoulder and rolling over into 
the ditch. The most common 
type of multiple-vehicle colli¬ 
sion is a farm machine being 
hit as it is turning onto a pub¬ 
lic roadway from a farm road 
or another public roadway." 

Other trends found in the 
study include: 

• a high number of rear-end 
collisions. These often occurred

at intersections, and were fre¬ 
quently caused by motorists 
underestimating the size and 
speed of a farm machine 

■ a large number of collisions 
during left hand-turns onto 
highways or at intersections. 
Many of these accidents were 
caused by an operator either 
failing to signal, or by the sig¬ 
nal not being visible to the other 
driver 

almost half of the collisions 
occurring during July to Sep¬ 


tember, which is the peak sea¬ 
son for agricultural field activ¬ 
ity. Just over one-quarter of 
the accidents in the study took 
place in the spring, and one- 
quarter in the fall. Relatively 
few farm related traffic acci¬ 
dents happened during the win¬ 
ter months "When in rural ar¬ 
eas, all drivers should be con¬ 
stantly on the alert for farm 
tractors, combines, wagons, 
trucks and other farm vehi¬ 
cles," says Aitken.

Protect your eyes with a visor or face protector 


Over the past few' 
years, support within the 
hockey community for 
eye protection has grown 
dramatically, largely due 
to the attention given to 
eye injuries suffered by 
well-known professional 
athletes. Wearing a visor 
or other face protector 
certified by CSA Interna¬ 
tional can significantly 
reduce the risk of eye in¬ 
juries hockey players' face 
every time they step on 
the ice. 

"I've heard the same 
(anti-visor) arguments 
over some 20 years." says 
Dr. Pat Bishop, professor 
emeritus of kinesiology at 
the University of Water¬ 
loo and chairman of the 
CSA committee that sets 
the standard for face pro¬ 
tectors and visors. 'Tve 
heard players say, "I'm 
wearing hockey gloves 
and I've been slashed and 
had my wrist broken.' But 
they do not follow this 
with, Therefore, I will 
take off my gloves and 
now I won't be slashed on 
the wrist.' The real issue 
is, your eyes are at risk 
of being injured, do you 
want to protect them?" 

CSA International 
tests and certifies face 
protectors and visors to 
ensure they meet require¬ 
ments in applicable stand¬ 
ards. The Canadian 
Hockey Association cites 
the use of CSA - certified

equipment items such as 
visors, facemasks and 
helmets in its mandatory 
requirements for players 
in the senior, junior, mi¬ 
nor and women's leagues. 

Independent research 
conducted by Dr. Tom 
Pashby for the Canadian 
Ophthalmological Soci¬ 
ety, shows that since the 
1974-75 season, before 


minor hockey players 
were required to wear face 
protection, the number of 
eye injuries has decreased 
dramatically, due in large 
part to the use of CSA - 
certified equipment. In 
1974-75, there were 258 
eye injuries and 43 
blinded eyes, compared to 
four eye injuries and two 
blind eye injuries in 2001/ 


2002. Since 1972, 311 
players at either the mi¬ 
nor, junior or pro level 
have suffered blind eyes 
due to injuries. 

Since 1974-75, no blind 
eye injuries have been 
suffered by players wear¬ 
ing CSA-certified full-face 
protectors, while nine 
have been suffered by 
players wearing CSA-cer¬ 


tified visors. This means 
that 97'/} (302) of total 
blind-eye injurires suf¬ 
fered since 1972, have 
been by players not wear¬ 
ing CSA - certified equip¬ 
ment. 

Certain face protectors 
have been designed to go 
with certain models of 
helmets. Check the manu¬ 
facturer's instructions to 


determine if you have the 
correct match and ensure 
the face protector is in¬ 
stalled properly and se¬ 
curely fastened to the hel¬ 
met. Face protectors and 
visors should bear the 
manufacturer's identifica¬ 
tion, model identity, date 
code, size or size range, 
CSA - certification mark 
or identification.
